Eruptions 


ox Dozens of people were 
Ad killed as heavy rains dis- 
lodged tons of debris from 
the volcanic slopes of Mt. Pinatubo, 
northwest of Manila. The Philippines 
announced that it may have to re- 
plenish the wildlife of the forests 
around the mountain once the erup- 
tions stop, because fleeing animals 
were all eaten by local residents. 
Environment Secretary Fulgencio 
Factoran said thatalltrees and plants 
within a six-mile radius of Pinatubo 
were destroyed, and that the popu- 
lation of deer, boar, insects, lizards, 
and snakes native to the area may 
have been entirely wiped out. 
Torrential rains unleashed a land- 
slide of volcanic mud, rock, and ash 
from Japan's Mt. Unzen that cut a 
five-mile swath through three towns. 
Tremors around Kartala Volcano 
near the Comoros capital of Moroni 
sparked fears that the mountain 
might erupt. It would be the first time 
since 1977, when 20,000 were left 
homeless on the Indian Ocean is- 
land as lava destroyed villages.

cleaned up rubble and debris left by 
astrong temblor that rattled much of 
Southern California on June 28. At 
least one person was killed by the 
earthquake that caused an estimated 
$12 million indamage.

Solar Eclipse 
A seven-minute eclipse 
was seen by more than 


220 million people in a 
broad band from Hawaii to Brazil. In 
some Latin American countries na- 
tives beat drums to urge the sun to 
return, and village healers in Nicara- 
gua urged pregnant women to re- 
main indoors because the eclipse 
could cause birth defects. A Peru- 
vian scientist suggested that people 
keep their pets indoors because the 
unexpected darkness could confuse 
dogs and cats and they might sud- 
denly attack. 


Fierce Floods 


More than 3 million people, 
iad including 500,000 mem- 
- bers of the People's Lib- 
eration Army, are fighting floods that 
have ravaged eastern China and left 
more than 22 million acres of land 
under water. Engineers blew up at 
feast eight earthen dams to divert 
floodwaters along the Yangtze and 
Yellow River. Other dams through- 
out eastern China collapsed during 
heavy rains,

Dozens of people, most 
of them children, died in drowning 
accidents as they attempted to find 
relief from the heat. In Denmark, 13 
elderly people died when tempera- 
tures soared into the upper 80s. 
About 140 scouts attending a festi- 
val on the Jutland Peninsula col- 
lapsed during the heat wave. 


Alaska Fires 


More than 120 wildfires 
have swept through a half 
million acres of central 
Alaska. Crews built firelines to pro- 


' in Alaska sparked forest 
fires in the state's dry interior, includ- 
ing one that burned to within amile of 
the trans-Alaska oil pipeline. More 
than 1,000 firefighters fought the 
blazes near several small towns. 

Thousands of people fled their 
homesin Quebec province as strong 
winds pushed two huge forest fires 
dangerously close to towns and vil- 
lages on the north shore of the St. 
Lawrence River, 

Forest fires were also raging out 
of control in Russia's southeastern 
Ukraine, and in Pakistani-controlled 
Kashmir.
